Applicants argument appear to be more clear then the claimed language. 

Applicant argues that the Sugikawa reference does not teach no kind of analyzing to identify any of the devices to be able to carry out the 
services upon request. 

Examiner respectfully traverse applicants argument because the Sugikawa reference disclose a predetermined service request which 
signifies an identification number for the service. The communication control unit also analyzes the destination of such data that has to be 
processed, this communication unit compares the data in the data section of the predetermined request data, so this data is judged by the 
controller unit and determined if the defice can provide the service, if approve, t hen the srevice request can be provided by t he device of 
its on (col. 12, lines 7-37). The rejection of record is maintained. 

Applicant argues that t he Amano reference does not disclose an access point in order to identify a service source offering the requested 
service and forwarding the service request to the identified source. 

Examiner respectfullly agree because the Amano disclose the information regarding detecting errors and correcting them. The Sugikawa 
reference teach this limitation. As mentioned in the previous office action, the receiving the request at the access point, this was 
interpreted to be point at which the service was requested (col. 6, lines 61-64). The limit ation where the returning the service to the person 
who requested (See Fig. 3, where it return to the client after the preparation of the packet, which the packet is t ransmitted through the 
communication control unit in Step 9X, col. 13, lines 46-48). T he rejection of record is maintained. 
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
